1. Tripura in 1341 T. E. was not free from the disturbances due 

to world’s economic depression as in the previous 

Tho 3 par dnU lha people. , 

year The acute scarcity of money among the people, 
the low prices of indigenous commodities, the extremely gloomy trade 
conditions and their concomitants, showed no signs of improvement 
whatsoever in the year under review. With a further drop in the prices 
of paddy, rice and other food grains and jute being no more a paying crop, 
the agriculturists forming the majority of the population, found them- 
selves in a most deplorable condition, dependent as they always are, on 
the sale of their produce for ready money to buy their necessaries and 
meet other monetary obligations. For the same reason, the demand 
for forest produces, did not improve resulting in a further fall of revenue 
in the year under report. The condition of the Tea Industry had become 
worse in the year under review inspite of an increased outturn, which 
was due perhaps to a desperate attempt made by the garden authorities 
to cope with the low price in the market. 

2. Fortunately the rice crop was generally a good one and there 
was no scarcity of food. The general situation was nevertheless aggra- 
vated by the appearance of a flood which, though never assumed 
dangerous proportions, affected some of the Divisions of the State and 
also some parts of the Zemindariesj Measures had to be taken by the 
State Department concerned, to give direct relief to the subjects affected. 
A sum of Rs 4,000, including the price of paddy distributed and taccavi 
loan amounting to Rs. 1,000, was spent in the shape of distress loan 
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and gratuitous relief. Besides thi^ a sum of Rs. 3,000 was placed at the 
disposal of the Goverment of Bengal from the State and Rs- 5,000 out 
of the Lottery Fuad at the joint cfisposal of the Collector pf Tippera 
and Manager, Chakla Roshnabad BSstates. In the Zemindaries there 
was a general remission of interest on the arrear land revenue and a 
good number of tenants were allowed to execute bonds in lieu of payment 
in cash of their dues about to be time-barred. In some cases demands 
were allowed to be time-barred on parole promise of payment, the step 
having proved successful in the past. 

3. The already low rates of wages of the skilled and unskilled 
labours showed a downward tendency. The condition of the middle 
class continued almost static.

estimate by Ks. 1,756- Ihe total collections from the 
permanent sources were Rs. 20,84,522 against Ks.

The total amount available 
for expenditure was thus Rs. 35,65,848 against Rs. 37,43,914. The closing 
balance stood at Rs. 10,65,150 which comprised Rs. 1,85,650 in actual 
cash in the treasuries and Rs- 8,79,500 in the banks and in loans and 
advances.

128. I here was heavy Hood in diffeieiU parts of the State and 
lelief was given in the shape of giaiuitous relief and 
loans except in Sabroom Division and about Rs. 4000 

was distributed for the purpose which also comprises cost of 640 and 
410 mds. of paddy distnbnted as relief loans in Sonamura and 
Kailashahar Divisions lespeciively. Rs. 847 was lealised against loans 
for relief measures. 

129. The outiiiin and expoit of tea increased during the year 
under review. There was some extension of old 
plantations in spite of slump in the tea market. 

Though the revenue payable by the gardens has fallen in arrear heavily, 
they are being very leniently dealt with. The export duty also fell in 
spite of a marked increase in the export and this is due to low prices as 
'also to a large amount of duly assessed having fallen in arrear. The 
arrear land revenue of tea garden settlements amounted to more than 
2 lacs, iheie was no improvement in the tottering condition of tea 
oindustry in the State as elsewhere.

137. During the year under review, 1,222 families immigrated 
into and 1,235 families emigrated out of the State as against 1,869 and 
1,270 in the previous year 

138 The settlement and reclamation work in Kulaihaor made 
a fair progress during the year under repoit. Some of the new settlers 
managed to live in their respective Jotes and reclaim*-d their own lands 
under the Jooming system. The Department was able to secuie a good 
number of candidates from outside for settlement, of whom too were 
granted settlement of lands. 

139. The Department up to date spent an amount of Rs 21,000/- 
(twentyone thousand) on the whole towards construction of a new roijid 
extending over 32 miles, the immigration area ii) Kulaihaor to 
facilitate the transport etc. in the interior.

4,1 1,966 in the previous year, 
showing a decrease of Rs. 56,451. I'his fall of

26 cases against 32 persons 
were compounded and 38 cases against 61 persons remained pending 
at the close of the year. 

153. One guard was rewarded for clever detection of a case 
of smuggling of forest produce.

154. The health of the staff in general was good except that two

155. The patrol staff consisting of one Forester, two Head Guards 

and 14 guards went out on patrol duty in the Sadar, 
Sonamtira, Bilonia and Sabroom Divisions, where 
they detected and arrested men acctised of smuggling fore.st produces 
who were mostly convicted. This had a salutary effect on the exporters 
of forest produce. 

156. It may be noted here that a factory for the manufacture of 
matches was started near Agartala during the year. 
If the factory i.s properly worked, it is expected to 

yield a handsome revenue to the State.
